$19.9 MILLION AWARDED FOR OPERATION 
OF SAN DIEGO JOB CORPS CENTER 


WASHINGTON -- A $19.9 million contract has been awarded to 
Career Systems Development Corp. to operate the San Diego Job Corps 
Center in San Diego, Calif., Secretary of Labor Robert B. Reich has 
announced. 


Funds will be used to operate the center, recruit new students 
and help place graduates of the Job Corps program. 


The San Diego Job Corps Center -- with a capacity of 650 
students -- offers vocational training in air conditioning repair, 
electronics assembly, word processing, carpentry, culinary arts, 
solar energy systems installation and more. 

In addition, the center provides basic education, work experience, 
counseling, health care, clothing, meals and 
other supportive services. 


Job Corps is the nation's oldest residential education 
and training program for disadvantaged youth aged 16 to 24. 
Established in 1964 by the Economic Opportunity Act, the 
program prepares nearly 68,000 students each year at 108 
centers in 43 states and the District of Columbia for 
productive employment.

U.S. GRANTS $3.7 MILLION TO 
TWO STATES FOR JOB TRAINING 


WASHINGTON -- American Samoans, Pacific Islanders, Asian 
immigrants and others in California and Hawaii will benefit from 
training and employment services through $3.7 million in grants 
from the U.S. Department of Labor, Secretary of Labor Robert B. 
Reich has announced. 


In the state of California, a $744,000 grant will provide 
550 individuals of American Samoan ancestry with job training 
services. Designated areas for assistance include Long Beach, 
San Diego, San Francisco, Los Angeles, the Orange County 
Consortium and the Carson/Lomita/Torrance Consortium. 


In the state of Hawaii, a $3 million grant will provide 
1,247 American Samoans, Pacific Islanders and Asian 
immigrants with job training services. Designated areas for 
assistance include the islands of Oahu, Hawaii, Maui and Kauai. 


Both grants are also designed to provide an array of support 
services, such as job search assistance, counseling, remedial 


education, basic skills, institutional skills and on-the-job 
training, needs-based payments and work experience. 


Funds are authorized under the Job Training Partnership Act, 
enacted in 1982 to provide job training and employment services 
to economically disadvantaged adults and youth, dislocated 
workers and others who face significant employment barriers. 
Special programs are made available to assist Native Americans 
and other groups with particular needs.

STATE EMPLOYMENT AND METROPOLITAN AREA 
UNEMPLOYMENT: JUNE 1993 


WASHINGTON -- Nonfarm payroll employment was higher in June 
than a year earlier in 38 states and the District of Columbia, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the U.S. Department of Labor 
has reported. 


Monthly payroll employment data are available on a 
seasonally adjusted basis for all states and the District of 
Columbia, permitting current, as well as over-the-year, 
comparisons of the data. The state data are intended for 
individual state analyses only. Because the state data are not 
designed for national aggregation, a summation could present a 
misleading picture of national trends. 


Nonfarm Payroll Employment (Not Seasonally Adjusted) 


Payroll employment, as measured by the monthly survey of 
nonfarm establishments, increased by 2.0 percent or more over the 
year in 14 states. The largest increases occurred in Utah (4.7 
percent), Nevada (3.8 percent), and Georgia (2.7 percent). The 


largest percentage declines took place in Connecticut (-2.0 
percent) and California and Hawaii (both -1.7 percent). Texas 
added the most jobs (150,000) over the past year, followed 
closely by Florida (120,000). California had the largest 
over-the-year decline in employment (-210,000). (See table 2.) 


In the goods-producing sector, over three-fifths of the 
states showed over-the-year losses in manufacturing. 
Seven-tenths of the states had increases in construction jobs, 
with five states having gains of over 10 percent, led by Nevada 
with 20 percent. In the service-producing sector, all but two 
states had over-the-year employment increases in services, and 
more than two-thirds of the states reported job growth in trade 
and government. Over-the-year employment gains in finance, 
insurance, and real estate were found in two-thirds of the 
states. 
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Nonfarm Payroll Employment (Seasonally Adjusted) 


June job figures showed over-the-month declines among all 
the states along the Atlantic coast except for Delaware, Florida, 
and Georgia. Declines were particularly notable in the Northeast. 
Pacific coast employment also remained weak. California 
continued its almost uninterrupted job loss since its peak in 
July 1990; in June, all sectors of the California economy lost 
jobs, with the exception of government which was unchanged. 


The June figures indicated some areas of job growth, but 
without a particular geographic concentration. Gains occurred 
mostly in smaller states, with the largest percentage increases 
taking place in Arizona (0.8 percent) and Louisiana and South 
Dakota (both 0.5 percent). Among large states, Florida 
registered the strongest May-June job gain. 


Metropolitan Area Unemployment (Not Seasonally Adjusted) 


Of the 272 metropolitan areas for which June data are 
available, 50 areas had unemployment rates of 8.5 percent and 
higher, while 54 areas had rates below 5.0 percent. Modesto, 
Calif., had the highest unemployment rate (18.5 percent), 


followed by McAllen-Edinburg-Mission, Tex. (16.0 percent) and 
Stockton, Calif. (15.7 percent). The lowest rates were in 
Iowa City, Iowa, and Sioux Falls, S.D. (both 1.9 percent), 
followed by Madison, Wis. (2.4 percent). Twenty-six areas had 
over-the-year rate declines of 2.0 percentage points or more, 
while only two areas had increases of that magnitude.
